FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING-  31st  DECEMBER,  1952 

To  His  Worship  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Sale. 

Mr.  Mayor ,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
conditions  of  Sale  during  1952. 

There  was  a  further  fall  in  the  birth  rate  as  compared  with  previous  years, 
hut  there  was  an  even  greater  fall  in  the  death  rate,  so  that  the  natural 
increase  in  population  was  double  last  year's  figure.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  almost  half  the  female  deaths  occurred  a.t  75  years  of  age  or  over. 

Men,  on  the  other  hand,  tended  to  die  younger  the  distribution  being  fairly 
even  throughout  the  age  groups  above  45  years.  Coronary  disease  was  again  the 
highest  single  cause  of  death  in  men,  although  of  much  less  importance  in 
women.  Infantile  mortality  has  shown  a  welcome  fall  during  the  year. 

The  general  level  of  health  in  the  Borough  has  been  quite  satisfactory 
during  the  year,  as  shown  by  the  weekly  returns  of  new  claims  for  sickness 
benefit  provided  by  the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance  and  the  notification 
of  infectious  diseases. 

Once  again  atmospheric  pollution  needs  to  be  mentioned  especially  as  there 
was  a  large  increase  in  the  amount  of  deposit  of  soot  during  the  last  two  months 
of  the  year,  which  increase  is  continuing. 

Mr.  Jaterworth,  the  additional  sanitary  inspector,  resigned  towards  the 
end  of  the  year  to  take  up  a  similar  appointment  with  another  authority,  and  I 
should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  his  work  during  the  years  he  has 
been  with  us. 

The  report  on  the  Local  Health  Authority  services  provided  by  the  Cheshire 
County  Council  within  the  Borough  is  again  appended  so  as  to  give  an  overall 
picture  of  the  health  services  at  work  in  the  district. 

In  compiling  this  report  I  have  had  the  assistance  of  many  other  officers 
of  the  Council  and  to  them  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks.  The  majority  of 
that  section  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area 
has  been  written  by  Mr.  Norris  to  whom  my  special  thanks  are  due  for  his  work 
not  only  in  the  preparation  of  this  report  but  throughout  the  yea.r. 

Finally,  in  presenting  the  report,  I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  encouragement 
and  support  which  I  have  received  from  the  interest  taken  by  the  members  of  the 
Health  Committee,  and  indeed,  by  all  the  members  of  the  Council,  in  the  work  of 
the  Health  Department  during  the  year,

Sale  is  a  pleasant  residential  borough,  situated  about  5s  miles  south-west 
of  Llanchester,  astride  the  main  road  to  Chester  and  North  Wales.  There  are  a 
few  light  industries  within  the  district,  but  the  majority  of  the  working 
population  is  employed  in  the  neighbouring  industrial  areas  of  Broadheath  and 
Trafford  Park,  or  in  the  business  houses  of  Manchester, 


During  the  five  years  between  the  incorporation  of  the  Borough  and  the  war 
almost  3,000  good  class  residential  houses  were  built,  about  90^  of  them  for 
private  owners,  and  this  has  served  to  raise  the  average  standard  of  housing 
in  the  area. 


There  is  one  main  and  several  subsidiary  shopping  centres,  and  the  town  is 
provided  with  over  100  acres  of  publicly  owned  parks  and  open  spaces  for 
recreational  purposes,  and  two  golf  courses. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  provision  of  open  spaces  during  the  year. 
The  following  details  of  the  publicly  owned  parks,  recreation  grounds  and  open 
spaces  have  been  provided  by  the  Borough  Surveyor,

Births 


Vital  Statistics 


557  live  births  (300  males,  257  females)  were  registered  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year  compared  with  589  during  1951  representing  a  fall  of  ^/o\  of 
these  540  were  legitimate  and  17  illegitimate  (3*1$). 

In  addition  there  were  13  stillbirths  (7  males  and  6  females)  all  of 
which  were  legitimate. 

The  live  birth  rate  was  12.  9  per  thousand  of  the  population  and  the 
stillbirth  rate  0. 30  per  thousand  population  or  23.  3  per  thousand  total  births. 
The  average  rates  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Hales  were  15.3,  0.35  and  22.6 
respectively.  To  have  reached  the  national  birth  rate  would  have  required 
658  live  births  in  Sale  during  the  year. 

For  comparison  it  may  be  noted  that  the  figures  in  Sale  for  1951  were 
13.7,  0.37  and  26.4  respectively. 

Once  again  the  high  percentage  of  births  in  hospital  and  nursing  homes 
is  worthy  of  note,  being  84.  9/t’  of  the  births  (473).  Last  year’s  figure 
was  86. 1% 

Deaths 

There  were  470  deaths  of  Sale  residents  during  the  year  of  which  237  were 
males  and  233  females.  This  represents  a  death  rate  of  10,  9  per  thousand 
of  the  population  compared  with  an  average  of  11.  3  for  England  and  Vales.  This 
figure  shows  a  decrease  on  last  yean  when  the  rate  was  12.4  per  thousand 

Table  II  classifies  the  deaths  according  to  age, sex  and  cause.  As  in  1951 
the  majority  of  male  deaths  were  spread  fairly  evenly  over  the  age  groups  from 
45  upwards  while  almost  half  the  female  deaths  occurred  at  over  75  years  and 
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three-quarters  at  over  65  years.  The  average  age  at  death  was  64  for  males 
and  just  over  70  for  females.  Heart  diseases  again  we re  the  main  cause  of 
death  in  both  sexes  accounting  for  111  males  and  79  females.  Intracranial 
vascular  lesions  (cerebral  haemorrhage  and  clot  on  the  brain)  were  the  next 
most  numerous  group  causing  87  deaths.  Cancer  caused  61  deaths,  28  males 
and  33  females  dying  from  this  group  of  diseases,  and  respiratory  diseases 
(which  accounted  for  44  deaths)  were  fourth  in  order  of  importance. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  deaths  from 
certain  diseases.  Coronary  disease  and  angina  were  again  the  largest  single 
cause  of  death  in  men  of  working  age,  accounting  for  a  quarter  of  all  deaths 
in  this  age  group,  whereas  only  one  out  of  every  eight  female  deaths  in  the 
same  group  were  due  to  this  cause.  Once  again  cancer  of  the  lung  has  had 
a  heavier  incidence  in  mien  than  in  women,  and  over  the  past  four  years  has 
caused  43  male  deaths  compared  with  9  female.  There  now  seems  little  doubt 
that  heavy  cigarette  smoking  does  predispose  towards  this  very  fatal  condition. 

Infantile  mortality 

9  children  (6  males  and  3  females)  died  within  one  year  of  birth.  This  is 
equivalent  to  ail  infantile  mortality  rate  of  16. 1  per  thousand  associated  live 
births,  compared  with  a  rate  of  27.6  for  England  and  kales  and  32.2  for  Sale 
in  the  previous  year. 

The  age  and  cause  of  death  in  these  cases  haa  been  classified  in  Table  IV. 
Prom  this  it  will  be  noted  that  only  two  deaths  were  due  to  conditions  arising 
after  birth  which  were  preventable. 

Maternal  mortality 

Once  again  there  have  been  no  maternal  deaths.

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SECTION  B 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


There  was  a  slight  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases, 

721  notifications  having  been  received  as  compared  with  751  last  year.  Almost 
three  quarters  of  these  cases  were  measles,  half  of  the  remainder  being 
whooping  cough. 

Parents  have  once  more  taken  advantage  of  the  protection  of  children  against 
diphtheria  and  whooping  cough,  over  half  of  the  children  under  one  year  of  age 
being  immunised.  The  value  of  such  inoculations  in  preventing  these  illnesses 
is  so  great  that  it  is  regrettable  that  all  children  have  not  been  protected. 

A  sojoilar  response  was  ms.de  to  the  offer  of  vaccination  against  smallpox. 

lieasles 

527  cases  of  measles  occurred .during  the  year  in  a  minor  outbreak  in 
April  with  about  40  cases  and  a  much  more  serious  outbreak  which  began  at  the 
end  of  September,  reached  a  peak  in  the  middle  of  November  with  78  cases  in  one 
week,  and  although  it  was  dying  out  was  still  giving  rise  to  a  large  number 
of  cases  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  case  incidence  was  12.  2  per  thousand,  nearly  40  per  cent  above  the 
national  figure  of  8.86,  but  lower  than  last  year's  incidence  of  14,0  per 
thousand. 

V/ho oping  cough 

The  incidence  of  whooping  cough  during  the  year  was  almost  identical 
with  that  throughout  the  country  being  2. 09  per  thousand.  This  represented  90 
cases. 

Great  progress  was  made  with  the  protection  of  infants  against  whooping 
cough,  358  children  being  immunised  under  the  Divisional  Health  Committee’s 
scheme.  During  the  autumn  a  new  vaccine  (which  causes  much  less  reaction) 
became  available  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  using  this  it  will  be  possible  to 
avoid  closing  the  clinics  during  the  summer  months. 

Scarlet  fever 

69  cases  occurred  during  the  year,  mostly  scattered  cases  of  a  very 
mild  form. 


Diphtheria 

Once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  notified  during  the 
year.  'Then  we  realise  that  less  then  twenty  years  ago  this  was  the  most 
dreaded  of  all  infectious  diseases  we  must  appreciate  how  very  valuable  and 
important  immunisation  against  this  disease  has  proved.  In  1935  there 
were  35  cases  in  the  Borough  of  which  6  were  fatal,  and  in  1935  109  cases, 
12  of  which  died.  It  was  during  the  latter  half  of  1935  that  the  scheme 
for  the  protection  of  children  with  prophylactic  inoculations  against  this 
disease  was  commenced  in  Sale  and  it  is  now  estimated  that  some  85^  of  all 
children  have  been  immunised.  During  1952,  304  children  have  had  such 
protection  before  reaching  their  first  birthday. 
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poliomyelitis 


Four  sporadic  cases  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the 
year,  one  of  which  proved  fatal.  The  remaining  three  cases  all  left  very 
severe  disabilities,  and  all  were  still  having  hospital  treatment  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  That  the  name  of  infantile  paralysis  is  no  longer 
applicable  to  this  disease  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  all  four  cases 
occurred  in  adults,  three  aged  between  30  and  40  years. 

Alimentary  Infections 


Although  no  ca.scs  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year,  a 
mother  and  child  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  paratyphoid  fever  during 
August,  and  seven  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  from  a  Nursing  Home 
during  the  same  month. 

In  none  of  these  cases  v/as  the  source  of  infection  traced  but  there 
can  be  little  doubt  that  some  failure  of  personal  hygiene  on  the  part  of 
food  handlers  was  responsible  for  both  of  these  outbreaks. 

Tuberculosis 


21  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  32  during  1931.  17  of  these  were  of  the  respiratory  type  and 

4  non-respiratory. 

15  additional  cases  were  added  to  the  register  other  than  by  primary 
notification,  and  as  a  result  the  total  number  of  registered  cases  was 
unchanged  at  236.  The  reference  to  the  "register"  here  requires  some 
explanation.  In  April  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1952 
were  introduced  and  as  a  result  Local.  Sanitary  Authorities  no  longer  had 
to  keep  a  register  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  their  area.  This  was 
supposed  to  be  unnecessary  as  the  Chest  Clinics  can  give  information  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer  which  was  previously  given  by  County  District 
Medical  Officers.  while  this  may  be  true,  it  is  still  the  responsibility 
of  the  latter  to  take  steps  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases, 
and  undoubtedly  with  a  disease  of  insidious  onset  such  as  tuberculosis  the 
keeping  of  a  register  of  cases  assists  in  this  matter. 

Tables  VI  to  VIII  give  details  of  the  notified  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  other  than  tuberculosis  while  Tables  IX  to  XI  give  a  summary  of 
the  cases  of  this  disease.

SECTION  C 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


Local  Health  Authority  Services 

These  are  provided  in  accordance  wi th  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 

19 A6,  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council,  although  there  is  a  degree  of  local 
administrative  control  by  the  Sale  and  Lymm  Divisional  Health  Committee.  These 
services  are  listed,  and  an  account  of  their  working  given,  in  the  report 
of  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  which  is  printed  as  an  Appendix  to  this  report. 

Laboratory  Service 


The  Regional  Public  Health  Laboratory  established  in  the  grounds  of  Monsall 
Hospital  at  Manchester  carries  out  most  of  the  bacteriological  work  for  the 
Borough,  and  for  general  practitioners  in  the  area.  A  collection  system  has 
been  arranged  whereby  practitioners  can  leave  specimens  at  the  Health  Department; 
collection  is  made  by  the  laboratory  staff  daily.  This  has  enabled  reports  to  be 
made  about  six  hours  earlier  than  would  be  possible  otherwise,  positive  reports 
are  telephoned  through  from  the  laboratory. 

136  specimens  were  examined  during  the  year  as  follows 

18  throat  swabs  of  which  five  were  positive  for  haemolytic  streptococci. 

103  faecal  specimens  for  dysentery  and  salmonella  infection  of  which 
15  were  positive. 

5  blood  specimens  for  dysentery  and  salmonella  infection,  one  of 
which  was  positive. 

1  urine  specimen  for  dysentery  and  salmonella  infection  which  was 
negative, 

7  sputa  for  tuberculosis,  all  of  which  were  negative. 

Diagnostic  specimens  for  suspected  cases  of  venereal  disease  are  dealt 
with  at  Pithing ton  Hospital,  Manchester. 

Hospital  and  Specialist  Services 

(a)  General  hospital  services. 

Although  general  hospital  beds  are  available  at  the  Sale  and  Brooklands 
Par  Memorial  Hospital,  the  majority  of  cases  are  sent  to  the  Altrincham  General 
Hospital  or  one  of  the  Manchester  hospitals. 

(b)  Infectious  diseases. 

Cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  because  of  the  severity  of  their  illness 
are  admitted  to  Monsall  Hospital,  Manchester,  at  the  request  of  the  general 
practitioner.  ..Here  conditions  prevent  isolation  of  the  patient  at  home, 
arrangements  for  admission  are  made  through  the  Health  Department. 
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(c)  Smallpox. 


Smallpox  cases  are  treated  in  the  Ainsworth  Hospital,  Bury,  transport 
being  provided  by  the  Manchester  Ambulance  Service. 

(d)  Maternity  cases. 

There  is  a  16-bed  maternity  ward  at  the  Sale  and  Brooklands  Mar 
Memorial  hospital.  Oth^r  maternity  hospitals  are  at  Altrincham,  Bowdon  and 
Manchester. 

(e)  Venereal  diseases. 

Treatment  clinics  are  available  as  follows

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(f)  Accommodation  for  elderly  said  chronic  sick 


Cases  of  this  type  are  mostly  admitted  to  those  hospitals  which, 
before  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  were 
Local  Authority  Institutions  and  Hospitals,  The  min  ones  to  which 
Sale  cases  are  admitted  are  Cranford  Lodge  Knutsford,  Arclid  Hospital 
Sandbach,  Barony  Hospital  Nantwich  together  with  y/ithington  Hospital 
Manchester.  It  is  always  extremely  difficult  to  get  accommodation 
for  chronic  sick  patients,  all  the  hospitals  having  an  extensive  waiting 
list,  and  because  of  the  slow  rate  of  turnover  patients  often  have  to 
wait  six  months  or  even  more  before  it  is  possible  to  admit.  Pai ticular 
difficulty  arises  in  the  cases  of  those  who  require  admission  because, 
while  not  being  seriously  ill,  they  have  no-one  to  give  adequate  care  at 
home.  These  old  people  are  often  very  loath  to  go  into  hospital  but 
generally  they  can  be  persuaded  to  do  so  if  a  vacancy  can  be  obtained 
for  them.  Some  priority  is  given  to  the  admission  of  these  cases  but 
even  so  it  is  often  very  difficult  to  find  accommodation. 

In  one  case,  that  of  an  elderly  woman  who  was  found  in  a  collapsed 
state  in  her  home  where  she  lived  alone,  it  was  found  necessary  to  apply 
the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  Nationa.l  Assistance  Act,  1948  as 
amended  by  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951*  This  involved 
obtaining  a  Magistrate 1 s  Order  and  removing  the  old  lady  against  her 
will  to  Withington  Hospital.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  after 
about  a  month  of  intensive  treatment  she  was  able  to  return  home  and  has 
since  been  adequately  cared  for. 
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SECTION  D 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Climatic  conditions  during  1952 

I  an  indebted  to  the  Sev,rage  Works  Manager  for  information  collected  at 
the  meteorological  station  at  the  sewage  works  from  which  the  following 
summary  has  been  prepared* 

Temperatures  throughout  the  year  were  much  about  the  average  with  the 
exception  of  a  very  cold  spell  during  the  last  week  in  January  when  20  degrees 
of  frost  was  recorded,  and  in  mid-May  when  a  record  temperature  of  86  was 
reached  on  two  successive  days.  The  latest  spring  frost  occurred  on  the 
24th  .April  and  the  first  autumn  frost  (if  it  can  be  so  called)  on  the 
19th  September. 

The  total  rainfall  of  30. 19  inches  was  almost  six  and  threequarter 
inches  below  that  of  last  year.  Rain  fell  on  201  days,  over  an  inch  falling 
on  the  30th  April  while  there  was  a  fall  of  .99  inch  on  the  14th  of  that 
month. 

The  sunshine  recorder  showed  a  total  of  1148  hours  sunshine  spread 
over  285  days.  This  was  about  a  quarter  of  the  time  that  the  sun  was  above 
the  horizon. 

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  of  the  Borough  is  provided  by  Manchester  Corporation. 

It  is  a  soft  water  of  very  good  quality.  During  the  year  a  piped  water 
supply  was  taken  to  serve  the  dwellings  at  Y/oodhouses,  Yfoodhouse  Lane 
and  there  are  now  in  the  district  only  four  dwellings  which  rely  on  well 
supplies. 

Drainage  and  sewage  disposal 

There  was  no  change  in  the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  arrangements 
during  the  year. 

The  works,  which  can  deal  with  a  dry  weather  flow  of  two  million 
gallons  per  day,  take  all  the  sewage  of  the  Borough  and  of  the  Brooklands 
area  of  Manchester.  After  sedimentation  and  biological  filtration  the 
effluent  discharges  into  the  River  Mersey. 

Sanples  of  the  effluent  ta.ken  by  the  Rivers  Board  have  been 
satisfactory. 

Atmospheric  pollution 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  sooty  deposit  arising  from 
atmospheric  pollution  during  the  year,  about  150  tons  per  square  mile  being 
recorded  over  the  year.  The  rise  was  particularly  marked  towards  the  end 
of  the  year,  the  monthly  average  deposit  being  almost  one  and  a  half  times 
that  found  in  the  previous  winter. 

’Jhile  some  of  this  smoke  had  corns  from  outside  the  Borough  the  vast 
majority  must  have  come  from  domestic  ciiiraneys  within  the  town.  During  the 
fogs  in  early  December,  when  the  absence  of  wind  meant  that  little  pollution 
was  carried  from  outside  the  area,  the  total  soot  deposit  rose  alarmingly. 
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That  this  had  a  serious  effect  on  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Borough 
was  shown  by  the  large  concurrent  increase  in  the  nur.iber  of  cases  of  bronchitis 
and  similar  diseases.  It  can  only  be  assumed  that  the  extension  in  the  use 
of  all  night  burning  grates,  banked  up  with  slack  coal,  had  something  to  do 
with  the  increased  amount  of  soot.  Such  grates  should  be  banked  up  with 
a  smokeless  fuel,  such  as  coke  for  overnight  burning. 

Swimming  baths 

There  are  two  indoor  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough,  one  owned  by  the 
Corporation,  and  the  other  privately  owned. 

The  Corporation  bath,  which  has  a  capacity  of  66,000  gallons,  has  been 
improved  greatly  by  the  installation  of  a  more  efficient  filtration  and 
chlorination  plant  which  provides  for  purification  of  the  whole  of  the  water 
every  2 !•§•  hours  whilst  swimming  is  in  progress,  A  new  scum  channel  ensures 
continual  removal  of  floating  material  from  the  bath.  There  are  also  six 
slipper  baths  available. 

There  are  no  byelaws  for  the  control  of  swimming  baths  in  operation 
in  the  Borough. 

Cemeteries 


There  is  one  cemetery  at  Brooklands  owned  by  the  Corporation  and  occupying 
an  area  of  20  acres.  The  interments  in  1952  numbered  260.  This  cemetery  was 
opened  in  1862  under  the  control  of  a  Burial  Board,  and  it  'was  taken  over  by 
the  Sale  Urban  District  Council  in  1895.  There  are  also  two  other  burial 
grounds  in  the  town,  one  at  St.  Martin's  Church  and  one  at  the  Friends'  Meeting 
House  in  Park  Road. 

Mortuary 

The  mortuary  .is  situated  within  the  grounds  of  the  cemetery  and  is  owned 
by  the  Corporation  but  its  use  is  determined  by  the  police.  During  1952  it 
was  used  for  the  reception  of  bodies  on  19  occasions  and  15  post-mortem 
examinations  were  carried  out. 

During  the  year  work  began  on  the  construction  of  a  new  mortuary  between 
the  church  and  chapel  in  the  cemetery,  when  completed  this  will  provide  a 
refrigerator  cabinet  to  hold  six  bodies,  and  modem  facilities  for  post-mortem 
examinations. 

Rivers  and  Streams 


The  Mersey  Rivers  Board  deal  with  any  matters  concerning  rivers  pollution 
within  this  Borough.  No  occasion  has  arisen  during  the  year  where  the  Board 
has  had  to  take  action  in  Sale. 

Closet  accommodation 


The  majority  of  the  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  have  water  closets  but 
there  is  a  small  number  of  closets  of  the  conservancy  type  at  cottages  and 
farms  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district.  During  the  year  one  waste  water 
closet  was  converted  to  a  fresh  water  closet. 
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Storage  of  petroleum 


Forty-six  licences  are  in  operation  relating  to  premises  used  for 
the  storage  of  petroleum  spirits, 

Hackney  carriages 

Twenty- seven  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  relative  to 
vehicles  used  for  the  purpose  of  plying  for  hire  within  the  Borough, 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal 

Two  Harrier,  one  Dennis  and  four  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  freighters  are 
used  for  refuse  collection  and  in  addition  a  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  Fore  and 
Aft  Tipper  was  put  into  service  in  January,  1952, 

House  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  low  lying  land 
adjoining  The  Priory  in  Dane  Road,  In  the  summer  of  this  year  some 
trouble  was  experienced  with  cricket  infestation  but  this  was  largely 
overcome  by  the  use  of  Gammexane  dust.  Constant  attention  prevented 
any  serious  infestation  of  rats  and  the  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  Infestation  Branch  who  visited  the  tip  on 
several  occasions  expressed  satisfaction  with  the  methods  adopted  for 
rodent  control. 

For  the  convenience  of  private  traders  in  the  Borough,  a  workman 
is  employed  at  the  tip  each  Saturday  afternoon  to  deal  with  greengrocery 
and  fish  refuse  brought  to  the  tip  by  these  traders.

SECTION  E 


HOUSING 


The  Corporation  owned,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  1,257  houses  or  flats 
and  in  addition  had  10  dwellings  on  requisition  in  which  there  were  resident 
24  families.  Of  these  houses  663  had  been  erected  in  the  post  war  period, 
but  despite  this  very  fine  achievement  the  list  of  those  applying  for  the 
tenancy  of  Corporation  houses  does  not  get  any  shorter. 


There  can  be  little  doubt  that  some  of  those  applying  for  tenancies 
would  have  preferred  to  build  their  own  houses,  but  the  comparatively  few 
licences  available  for  private  building  prevented  this.  Furthermore  the 
high  cost  of  building  nowadays,  as  compared  with  pre-war  days  means  a 
considerable  deposit  to  be  found  when  application  is  made  for  a  mortgage  and 
many  people  have  difficulty  in  finding  the  money.  Urgency  of  housing  need 
has  at  all  times  taken  precedence  over  all  other  matters  in  deciding  the 
allocation  of  tenancies,  and  the  strict  anonymity  applied  in  considering 
applications  has  ensured  this. 

The  effect  of  unsatisfactory  housing  on  health  is  only  too  well  realised 
and  despite  their  anxiety  to  get  applicants  with  no  home  of  their  own  house 
as  quickly  as  possible,  the  Council  decided  that  the  lot  of  some  living  in 
damp  and  insanitary  houses  was  even  more  unfortunate.  Consequently  a  start 
was  made  on  slum  clearance,  and  after  rehousing  those  occupying  houses 
included  in  a  pre-war  Clearance  Order,  the  Council  applied  for  and  were 
successful  in  obtaining  an  order  to  clear  29  houses  in  the  Brook  Street  and 
Bank  Street  area.  This  Order  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  on  the  21st  August, 
1952  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  22  persons  had  been  rehoused.

CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN 

(a)  Mothers  *  Clinics 

Ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics  are  held  at  the  Chapel  Road 
',7c  If  are  Centre,  Sale  three  times  a  month  and  are  conducted  by  Dr.  B.  Jones 

Although  the  numbers  of  mothers  attending  these  clinics  have  shown 
a  slight  fall  there  is  little  change  in  the  total  attendances,  and  indeed 
there  has  been  a  welcome  improvement  in  the  attendances  at  the  post-natal 
clinic. 

In  Sale  only  about  15  per  cent  of  mothers  are  confined  at  home 
and  many  of  these  are  under  the  care  of  general  practitioners.  Both 
hospitals  and  doctors  carry  out  the  ante-natal  care  of  their  patients 
and  in  both  cases  it  is  usually  restricted  to  the  "medical"  care  of  the 
mother.  The  ante-natal  clinic  on  the  other  hand  devotes  much  time 
to  advising  the  expectant  mother  on  the  preparations  for  the  birth  of  the 
child,  and  on  breast  feeding,  care  of  the  infant  and  so  on.  The  ideal 
state  of  affairs  would  be  for  all  expectant  mothers,  irrespective  of 
the  arrangements  made  for  their  delivery,  to  take  advantage  of  such 
"educational"  facilities  as  are  provided  at  the  ante-na.tal  clinics, 
especially  in  the  case  of  those  having  their  first  child. 

This  educational  work  has  been  much  facilitated  by  the  use  of 
visual  adds ,  and  several  sets  of  lantern  slides  have  been  prepared  and 
.are  shown  with  the  a.id  of  the  epidiascope  which  was  provided  by  the 
Voluntary  Committee.

(b)  Child  ~7el fare  Clinics 

There  are  four  child  welfare  centres  in  the  division,  three  at 
Sa.le  and  one  at  Lymn.  A  summary  of  the  clinic  facilities  is  given  in 
the  Appendix. 

The  infant  welfare  clinics  at  the  Chapel  Road  Centre  a!  Sale  and 
at  the  Lywri  Centre  are  conducted  by  general  practitioners  while  the 
Division'- 1  Medical  Officer  takes  the  clinics  at  Sale  Moor  and  Raglan 
Road,  Sale. 

The  death  in  January  of  Dr.  Geraghty  who  ha.d  conducted  one  of  the 
Sa.le  clinics  for  i.mny  years  was  a  great  blow,  and  I  v/ould  like  to 
express  my  deep  appreciation  of  the  work  which  he  did  at  the  centre 
and  the  interest  he  took  in  the  children  attending  the  clinic.  His 
place  has  been  taken  by  Dr.  Hindle.  Dr.  Rowley  who  conducted  the  other 


clinic  at  the  Chapel  Road.  Centre  had  a  serious  illness  for  several  months 
but  was  able  to  resume  his  work  at  the  centre  during  the  latter  half 
of  the  year.  The  Toddlers’  Clinic  at  Sale  has  been  under  the  supervision 
of  Dr.  Phillips.  The  Lynn  clinic  has  been  attended  by  Drs  Wraith  and 
Sissons,  end  Dr.  English-,  the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer,  hen  seen 
toddlers  at  Lymm  on  the  same  afternoon  as  she  attends  the  School  Clinic. 

The  work  of  the  child  welfare  clinics  is  dependant  on  the  whole  - 
he  anted  co-operation  of  the  Health  Visitors  who  do  such  excellent 
work  seeing  all  the  mothers  and  children  attending  the  centres  and 
advising  then  on  the  day  to  day  cone  of  their  children.  At  all  the  centres 
the  registration  and  weighing  of  the  children  is  carried  out  by  members 
of  the  Voluntary  Committees  thus  releasing  the  Health  Visitors  for  their 
proper  advisory  task.  I  would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  work  which 
these  ladies  carry  out  from  week  to  week  and  to  tell  them  how  much  it  is 
appreciated.  In  addition  to  this  work  the  Voluntary  Committee  members 
handle  the  sale  of  welfare  foods  at  the  Chapel  Road  and  Lynn  Centres. 

At  the  Raglan  Roa.d  and  Sale  Moor  Centres  it  is  handled  by  the  Divisional 
Office  Staff.  Daring  the  year  the  range  of  items  sold  under  the  heading 
of  Welfare  Foods  has  been  greatly  curtailed.

(c)  Day  Nursery 

There  is  only  one  Day  Nursery  in  the  Division,  situated  in  Harley 
Road,  Sale. 


Members  had  frequently  expressed  concern  at  the  heavy  cost  to  the 
County  of  running  the  Day  Nursery  and  during  the  year  an  cunending  Act 
gave  powers  to  raise  the  charges  above  the  statutory  maximum  of  2/-d  per 
day.  After  careful  consideration  it  was  decided  that  while  priority  cases 
should  continue  to  pay  only  2/-d  per  day,  those  who  were  in  more  fortunate 
circumstances  should  pay  3/-  or  A/-  a.ccording  to  their  situation.  At  the 
same  time  it  was  arranged  that  priority  cases  should  be  admitted  immediately 
and  that  other  cases  should  be  admitted  to  fill  the  Nursery  to  capacity. 


Certain  adjustments  in  staffing  have  been  carried  out  so  as  to 
run  the  Nursery  en  the  nost  economical.  lines,  and  it  is  now  being 
conducted  to  accommodate  30  children*

HEALTH  VISITING 

There  are  four  Health  Visitors  in  Sale,  based  on  the  Chapel  Road 
Welfare  Centre,  and  one  at  Lymm.  These  Health  Visitors  are  under  the 
control  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  but  co-operate  fully  with  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the  scope 
of  the  health  visitors'  work  has  extended  from  the  maternity  and  child 
welfare  service  of  the  old  days,  to  include  visits  to  elderly  persons  and 
to  the  sick,  especially  in  connection  with  the  hone  help  service  and 
with  the  care  of  tuberculous  pardons.  The  main  work  must,  however, 
be  concerned  with  the  visiting  of  infants  and  young  children  in  their 
hones,  advising  the  parents  on  all  natters  concerned  with  their  physical 
and  mental  development  and  the  prevention  of  infectious  and  other 
diseases.  The  effectiveness  of  their  work  in  this  field  is  reflected 
by  the  high  level  of  immunisation  which  has  been  achieved  throughout  the 
Division. 

The  Health  Visitor  from  a  neighbouring  area,  who  had  been  carrying 
out  the  work  at  lymm  following  the  resignation  of  the  Iy^1  Visitor 
during  1951  has  now  been  transferred  to  Lynn  and  is  resident  at  the 
Welfare  Centi'c  in  Eagle  Brow. 

HOME  NURSING 

This  service  is  also  under  the  control  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  the  nurses  being  called  in  by  general  practitioners  in 
charge  of  the  patients.  There  has  been  little  change  in  the  number  of 
calls  on  the  service  as  compared  with  last  year. 

The  Lymm  District  Nursing  Association,  which,  prior  to  the 
appointed  day,  had  been  responsible  for  the  District  Nurse  at  Lymm, 


very  kindly  provided  on  Autoeycle  for  the  use  of  the  Lynn  nurse.  In 
view  of  the  extensive  end  hilly  nature  of  the  •''rea  covered  by  this  nurse, 
the  gift  is  a  value’  le  and  much  appreciated  asset  to  the  Division.  I 
would  like  to  add  i'.y  personal  thanks  to  the  Nunsing  Association  to  those 
which  have  already  been  sent  by  Resolution  of  the  C  omit  tee.

VACCINATION  AND  IN  UNISATION 

The  services  provided  under  this  heading  consist  of  varcination 
against  si.iallpox  end  immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough. 
These  protective  inoculations  can  be  given  either  by  the  patient1 s  general 
practitioner  or  at  clinics  conducted  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

Once  again  the  clinics  were  closed  during  the  height  of  the  summer 
because  of  the  alleged  risk  of  poliomyelitis  being  rendered  more  severe  as  a 
result  of  concurrent  injections.  A  new  whooping  cough  immunising  agent  has 
been  produced  and  became  available  towards  the  end  of  the  summer  which  can 
be  given  subcutaneously  instead  of  intramuscularly  and  it  should  not  be 
necessary  to  effect  such  closure  of  clinics  in  the  future.  The  closure  has 
had  a  definite  effect  on  the  response  of  parents  to  invitations  to  have 
their  children  protected  against  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria.  Every 
endeavour  has  been  made  to  counteract  this  effect  by  personal  approach 
to  parents  by  Health  Visitors  and  Doctors  at  the  clinics  and  schools 
and  in  the  homes.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  such  a.  personal  approach 
is  infinitely  better  than  press  or  other  more  general  publicity.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


Although  there  was  very  little  change  in  th^  mileage  travelled  by  the 
Divisional  ambulances  and  sitting  case  car  during  the  year  (66,925  miles 
compared  with  65,172  in  1951)  the  total  mileage  travelled  in  the  transport 
of  cases  arising  within  the  area  of  the  Division  has  risen  from  68,212 
to  74,866.  Almost  the  whole  of  this  rise  is  due  to  an  increase  in  the 
mileage  covered  in  handling  cases  from  Lyrnm  attending  V'arrington  and 
Altrincham  hospitals  for  orthopaedic  and  other  treatment.  As  an 
extreme  example,  one  patient  was  taken  daily  from  Lyrnm  to  Altrincham 
for  fifteen  days  for  treatment  of  a  septic  condition  involving  a  total 
mileage  of  ov<~r  350.  It  would  seem  reasonable  to  think  tha.t  if  it  was 
necessary  for  this  patient  to  be  seen  daily  he  should  have  been  admitted 
for  treatment.  In  1951,  Lyrnm  cases  accounted  for  464  journeys  totalling 
9,682  miles  whereas  in  1952  there  were  780  journeys  with  a  total  mileage 
of  16,192.  In  the  vast  majority  of  these  cases  only  one  patient  was 
carried  on  each  journey  and  the  cost  per  patient  was  consequently  very 
high. 


In  the  rest  of  the  Divisional  area  4,S19  journeys  were  performed 
carrying  8,886  patients  and  covering  a  total  mileage  of  58,706.  Out  of 
a  total  of  9,333  calls  answered  by  the  Divisional  vehicles,  1,234  we re 
of  an  urgent  nature  (on  increase  of  nearly  50?o  on  the  number  of  urgent 
calls  in  1951). 

The  new  sitting  case  car  was  delivered  early  in  the  year  and  travelled 
nearly  21,000  miles. 

Owing  to  difficulty  in  the  conveyance  of  the  land,  it  was  not 
possible  to  gn  ahead  with  the  building  of  the  new  ambulance  depot,  and 
the  need  for  stringent  economy  has  led  to  this  urgently  needed  development 
being  shelved  for  at  least  another  year.

HtEVENTION ,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 

The  majority  of  the  work  carried  out  under  ihis  section  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act  is  directed  towards  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of 
tuberculosis,  and  the  welfare  of  persons  suffering  from  this  disco.se  and  of 
their  families.  This  work  is  carried  out  in  close  association  with  the 
Chest  Hysician?  at  Altrincham  and  Larrington ,  and  visits  are  paid  by  the 
Health  Visitors  who  give  advice  and  assistance  to  the  patients  who  are 
being  treated  or  supervised  in  their  own  homes. 

During  the  year  an  Occupational  Therapist  has  been  appointed  in  the 


Division  who  visits  those  confined  to  their  hore.es  and  encourages  them  to 
undertake  handicrafts  within  their  physical  capability.  This  not  only  helps 
them  to  pass  the  time,  but  enables  them  to  earn  small  sums  by  the  disposal 
of  the  goods  they  make.  It  is  hoped  to  extend  this  work  still  further,  and 
include  those  who  are  bedridden  from  causes  other  than  tuberculosis  during  the 
current  year. 

The  use  of  B.  C.  G-,  immunisation  against  tuberculosis  in  young  children 
has  been  continued  during  the  year.  In  a.ll  51  child  contacts  were  given  such 
protection  after  tests  to  ensure  that  they  were  not  already  infected.  The 
B.  C.  G.  vaccine  is  obtained  free  of  charge  from  the  ’ministry  of  Health,  who 
obtain  it  from  Denmark.

diseases  other  than  tuberculosis  by  making  available  nursing  requisites 
such  as  bed  rests,  bed  pans,  sputum  flasks  etc,  and  wheel  chairs  for  enabling 
crippled  persons  to  get  out  into  the  fresh  air.  Convalescent  treatment  is  also 
arranged,  and  where  necessary  financial  aid  is  granted  for  obtaining  such 
treatment.  Pour  cases  were  assisted  in  obtaining  convalescence  'during  the  year, 

DOMESTIC  HELPS 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  which  were  given  assistance 
by  domestic  helps  as  compared  with  lent  yean,  105  households  having  been  helped. 

During  the  yean  the  number  of  full  time  domestic  helps  was  reduced  to 
two,  and  we  have  relied  on  ca.sual  assistance  in  other  cases. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION 


Health  Education  has  gone  on  from  day  to  day  throughout  the 
year  hy  the  personal  talks  given  to  mothers  "by  the  Health  Visitors 
both  in  the  homes  and  at  the  Welfare  Centres,  and  at  the  latter  it 
has  been  reinforced  by  the  Doctors.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this 
personal  approach  is  the  most  effective  way  of  educating  people  to 
live  healthy  lives,  anu  fox  surpasses  posters  and  lectures  and  even 
circulars  for  this  purpose.  Almost  every  part  of  the  health 
services  must  be  regarded  0.3  educational.  Clinics,  although  they 
provide  advice  in  the  care  of  expectant  mothers  and  young  children 
v/ho  are  displaying  some  variation  from  the  normal,  should  have  as 
their  prime  object  the  intention  to  keep  healthy  individuals  in  a 
healthy  condition.  At  ante-natal  clinics  the  healthy  expectont 
mother  should  bo  advised  how  to  retain  her  own  health,  and  how  to 
care  for  her  child  in  its  early  days.  Such  advice  should  be 
continued  by  midwife,  health  visitor  and  child  welfare  clinics,  and 
later  by  the  School  Health  Service.  In  such  a  way  we  should  build 
up  a  healthy  generation. 

In  addition  to  such  personal  health  education  services, 
lectures  ha.ve  been  given  to  organisations  by  the  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  and  the  Health  Visitors  and  posters  and  exhibition  stands 
have  been  displayed  in  the  Welfare  Centres  and  elsewhere. 

Lectures  or.  Health  Education  topics  were  attended  by  the  staff 
of  the  Division  during  the  year.
